they are going to heaven, go down to the gates of 
death and deftruEtion.---It is thought, by ſome, thats, 
the bigeſt number of ſouls (of any one number that 
are 'ON) are loſt in this manner. There cannot then 
be a greater Charity ſhewa to ſuch Poor ſouls, than |

If 
it may be through grace, (viz.) to diſpoſſes them of 
their falſe hopes. But ſee, Belſhazzar calls to his wiſe-

Firft then, What are the balances ? The aafocr 


is, that they are the word of God.----Balances are 


what are uſed to weigh or aſcertain the weight or 
value of things; a rule to judge by---And the word 
of God it the rule to judge the ſtates of men by: It 
would be an horrid reflection on the truth and juſtice 
of God, to ſay he judged men by any thing differing 
from, or contrary to his word, When Nadab and 
Abihu offered ſtrange fice before the Lord and died, 
then Moſes ſaid, This is it tbat the Lord ſpake, ſazing, 
1 will be ſandtiſied in them that come nig h me, and befort 
all the people I 221.1 be glorified, So when Beiſhazzar, 


in his impudence, took the conſecrated veſſels of the 


houſe of God, for bim and his ſervants, his wives 


and his concubines to drink wine in them, then was 


Beiſhazzar condemned by the balances ; W TEKEL 
Was Witten egaiuſt hem.

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I ſhall inſtance only one paſſage more, of the many 
that appear in my way, which is in our Lord's own 
words; it is in the 12th chapter of John 48th verſe. 
He that rejecteib me and receiveth not my Waras, halb 
one that juagetb bim: The word that 1 have ſpcken, ibe 
ſame Mall judge him in the last day. 


We haſten now as was propoſed, to canſider that 


to be weighed in, found wanting, and condemned 
by the balances, is to be under the frown of God. 


O dreadful ! it is all! all is gone! It has been a ſay- 


ing, though many times too lightly uſed, yet it is 
true, That the devil can go no further then the 
leogth of his chain. He is chained by the great 
God, and was God to let him looſe, he would, as in 
a moment, tear poor man to pieces, and drag him 
down to hell, to bear eternal miſery, The devil as 


- | a roaring lion, goeth about ſeeking whom he may 


devour, To whom can we fly for help; can wick- 
ed men help us, alas! they are uuder the ſame con- 
demnation, and perhaps under the ſame ſpirit : But 
were they. willing, Could they take God's priſoner 
out of his hands? no. Would good men help us if 
they could ? no. Their hearts acquieſce in the 
judgments of God; for if they were willing, what are 
they bur traitors to God's crown and kingdom: They 
are only willing to a reconciliation between God and 
ſinners through Chriſt Jeſus ; but there is no refiſt- 
ing God, for he is able to chain both men and devils 
in hell, and to deſtroy all nature as in a moment, 
Hear the words of a dear Redeemer, Luke xii. 4. 


And I ſay unto you, my friends, Be not afraid of them 


that kill the body, and after that have no more that they 
can do, Bus 1 will forewarn you whom you ſhall fear :

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Fear bim, which, afer be bath killed, bath fower to aff 
into bell; yea, I ſay unto you, Fear bim. 


But who are they that ſhall be found wanting, and 


be condemned by the balances, or the word of God. 


Hearken to the words of Jeſus Chriſt, Luke xix. 


27. But thoſe mine enemies, which would not that J. 


ſhould reign over them, bring bither, and ſlay them before 


we. Obſerve theſe words, reign over tbem; for ſaints | 


rejoice in that Chriſt is king. 
But here I would ſpeak in the ſingular, as though 


1 was ſpeaking to but one man, and at the ſame time 
deſire every ſoul of you, my hearers, to ſearch dili- 


gently and beg of God to teach you, that you may 


know whether or not you are in that dreadful condi- 


tion, expoſed to condemnation by the balances, or 
the word of God, 5 1 
Perhaps there is ſome one or other, who, when he 
dared to live no longer in Sodom, for fear of God's 
wrath in fire and brimſtone, flew to the mole-hills 
of ſelf-righteouſneſs, for ſafety, He dares not do 


any thing he thinks a fin; is charitable to the poor; 


ſtri& in doing. what they call duty; and perhaps, read 
and pray every night and morning; and all this for 
fear of damnation to hell. But let me aſk you 


whether or not (ſuppcſe you could be aſſured there | 


ſhould be no puniſhment for ſin) would you care 
any thing about Chtiſt or religion? Would you not 
live in the luſt of the eye, and the pride of life ? 
Where then would you chooſe the crown ſhould 
ſtand, on Chrift's head, or on your own earthly

ed by the balances, Tekel is written againſt you, 


Mat. vi. 15. But if ye forgive not men heir treſpaſſes 
nel iber will your fatber forgive your treſpaſſes, 


But what think you about love to the children of 
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God, ſee our Saviour's words, Mat. xxv. 34. The

For I wat an bun 
gered, and ye gave me mat: I was thirſty, and ye gav 
me drink : Twas a firanger, and ye took me in: Naked, 
and ye cloathed me: I was in priſon, and ye came unto 
me; Then ſhall the righteous anſwer: bim, ſaying.

Or when 
ſaw we thee ſict, or in priſon, and came unto bes? And 


the king ſhall anf, wer and ſay unto them, Verily 1 ſay unto 


you, In as mach as ye have done it unto one of the leaff 


of thefe my brethren, ye bave done it unto me. Perhaps 
you can ſhow ſome kindneſs'to a chriſtian becavſe 


he is poor, or becauſe he is of your perſuation, or be- 


cauſe you would get an advantage to cheat him, or 
becauſe you think you ſhall go to heaven and eſcape 
hell by it. But is this the meaning of the foregoing 
paſſage, or doth it mean à doing a kindneſs to a 


chriſtian, becauſe he beloogs to Chriſt, and rejoices 


in it that Chriſt is king; for if with your whole 
heart you cannot do this, you do not rejoice inChriſt's 
Kingdom yourſelf, you would not that Chriſt ſhould 
reign over you, you are condemned by the balances, 
Tekel is written againft yeu, 1 Cor, xvi. 22. If any 


man love not the Lord Jeſus Chrif, let bim be anathama, 


Maran-atha. And what think you abcut Chriſt's 


being revealed to the foul, When our Savi- 
our ſaid to Nathanael : Before that Philip called thee, 
when thou wagt under the fig tree J ** thee, How * 
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mould this make Nathanael know that Jeſus was the 
Son of God, unleſs he had been converted under a fig 


tree, and had had Chriſt revealed to him there. And 
if Chriſt be not revealed to the ſoul, what did Sc; 


Paul mean when he ſaid, when it pleaſed God to re- 


veal bis Son in me. Now if Chriſt be nor ſo revealed 
to your ſoul, ſo as that you would know by that re- 
velation that Jeſus is the Saviour, believe you are 
condemned by the balances, that you are yet in your 
ſins, & that without they be forgiven, and you become 
a new creature, Tekel will be written againſt you. 
And this is life eternal, faith our bleſſed Lord That 
they might know thee, the only true God, and Jeſus 
Chrift whom thou haſt ſent. 

Once more; let me aſk whetker you lotted out 
when you went to reform your life, for fear of damna- 


e Lion, to eſcape hell and go to heaven by your own 
performance, you conſidered that ſalvation as every , 


thing elſe is, in the right of God by creation; it is 
not whaf you & all the world can do,that will lay God 


under any obligation to ſave you, for when you have 
done all, ſay, We are unprofitable ſervants, we have 
done no more than what was our duty to have done.” 
And, in the eye of the law future obedience, cannot 


atone for former offences; you cannot be forgiven 


but through the atonement of Chriſt, God's darling” 
attribute is mercy, Conſider what the Lord faid 
to Ananias,Go into the ſtreer which is called ſtreight, 


and enquire in the houſe of Judas for one Saul of 


Tarſus, for behold he prayeth. If you are diſtreſſed 
about your condition, go to Chriſt, it, may. be that 


the life of your ſoul may be ſpared, But if you are

Bit although you cannot go to beaven by your own 


performances, merit not God's wrath by diſobedieace 
to any of his laws, leſt he tear you in pieces and there 


be none ta deliver, Men in a ſtate of nature keep 
God's law out of a fear of hell and damnation, but 
chriſtians out of love to the Redeemer. 

But we haſten to an addreſs, Firſt to poor ſinners, 
And here how could l weep over yov, as our Lord 
wept over Jerusalem, ſaying, O! Jeruſalem, Jeru- 
ſalem | thou that killeſt the prophets, and ſtoneſt
